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Cope With Home 


(This is the second in a series 
of articles on fire prevention 
in the home, and how to cope 
with other emergencies, pre- 
pared by Capt. Ray Gonzalves, 
Fire Prevention Officer for the 
Albany Fire Dept.) 

Personal safety tor the mem 
bers of your family should be 
your major concern from year to 
year. However, the only guar-| 
antee you have for their con- 
tinued protection is to see that 
they are educated to continually 
practice safety. 

In preparing today's article, | 
Captain Gonzalves points out that | 
one of the most important com- 
modities in today’s busy life is 
electricity. Without this power 
everything stops. Correctly used, 


! electricity is a wonderful thing 


and safe, but wrongly used, elec- 
tricity can be dangerous, an un- 
seen killer. 

Small children, especially those 
under two years of age, are meet- 
ing with electrical accidents at 
an appalling rate. Left alone 
around electrical cords, lamps 
and appliances, they stick pins 
and other metal objects into wall 
outlets, or forks and knives into 
toasters and other appliances. 

Although older children can 
take electrical shock a little bet- 
ter than the younger ones, they 
are in no way immune to the ef-| 
fect of shock. Older children are| 
in danger when they fly their} 
kites into power lines and then 
try to get them down, sometimes 
with metal pipes. They also 
clinib trees and poles where they | 
come into contact with high volt-| 
age wires. TEACH YOUR CHIL-| 
DREN THE DANGERS OF 
ELECTRIC SHOCK. 

In the event of electric shock 
certain procedures should be fol- 
lowed quickly and in the right) 
order: |

1. Immediately cut off the 
power. 

2. Begin artificial resuscitation |

3. Call for medical attention | 
and assistance.

immediately. You have only a 
short time to do this and begin 
the secnd step—if the victim is 
to be saved. The longer the en- 
| ergized current flows through the 
body, the less chance there is for 
survival. 

Artificial resuscitation must be 
started as quickly as _ possible 
after the power is cut off. Do not 
wait for a better qualified per- 
son—do not Waste time in phon- 
ing or calling for help. GET TO 
WORK! The first few seconds 
are the most critical, and may 
save a life. 

After the victim begins to re- 
vive, then call for help. Again, 
consider that you, of course, will 
need medical help, but call your 
Fire or Police Department 
FIRST, as they are equipped for 
such emergencies, 

In conclusion, Captain Gon- 
zalves emphasizes that the best 
advice he can give is: “EVERY 
PERSON in the family, particu- 
larly the mother, should attend 
a Red Cross First Aid Course, 
where proper methods of artifi- 
cial resuscitation can be learned 
and practiced.”
